Rome, Jan. 22.—Pope Benedict's death occurred at 6 


o'clock this morning. 


The end had been expected for several hours. 
The at- 


tending physicians, Cardinal Gasparri and other members of 
the Pope's household were present at the bedside. 


From mid-night all hope had been abandoned and at 2 


o'clock Dr. Battistini announced that the Pope could not live 
longer than 4 hours at the maximum.

EXTREMELY 
RESTLESS 


In an all night vig'l which The 


Associated Press correspondent kept 
in the ante-chamber of the Pope's 
private apartment brought evidence 
that the Pope clung to life only by 
a slender thread. He passed an ex- 
tremely restless night, suffering as 
lie was from extensive congestion 
of both lungs and from the intense 
agony caused hy shallow and rapid 
respi'atlon. 
When 
Dr. 
Battistini 


visited His Holiness in the very ear- 
ly hours of Saturday morning, the 
patient rallied somewhat, and was 
able to exchange a few words with 
those in attendance. 


Oxypen was

special spheies of influence or ex- 
clusive oppottumtles within Chinese 
territorv. 


Taken together, the two decisions 


were hailed in Ameiican quarter' as 
insuring a new era of open dealing 
and fair play in all that pertains to 
Chinas economic development.

The 
report appears to have been circu- 
lated throughout Europe and was ac- 
cepted by church and civil officials 
as true. The German Eelchstag sus- 
pended proceedings, while President 
Loeb delivered an 
eulogy on the 


Pope. 


PUBLISHED EXTRAS. 


AH the London evening newspapers 


published extra editions announcing 
the death of the Pontiff and the first 
editions of Sunday papers sent to the 
provinces contained that report. 


The report of the Pope s death em- 


anated here from Cardinal Bourne's 
residence, 
Westminster 
cathedral, 


shortly before 6 o'clock in the even-

Class Secures Results 


Underweight Pupils Given Special Attention 'As to 


Diet—Rest Periods Between Classes. 


The Mothers' club o£ Pugh school 


I* T«ry much pleased over the results 
which the club has obtained In the 
nutrition class, started last fall, tor 
underweight children In the school. 
The Welfare committee, with Mrs. 
Quayle as chairman, was appointed 
«nd the work of scientific weighing 
*nd measuring was started with, 
Mlsg Gunhlll Johnson, school nurse 
In charge of the work, assisted by 
Dr. A. S. Hunt and volunteer workers 
from th& Mothers' club. 


Out of 
617 children who were 


weighed and measured It was found 
that 313 were underweight, for their 
height, ranging from one to twenty- 
six pounds. 


THOROUGHLY EXAMINED. 


The children 
most underweight 


were selected and It was determined 
to build up their bodies. A careful 
examination revealed 
that physical 


defects were In a large measure re- 
sponsible. 
Examinations 
showed 


that eight out of fifteen were suffer- 
ing from diseases of the tonsils and 
adenoids, one each, from ear, eye and 
kidney 
trouble, 
six needed dental 


work and two needed minor opera- 
tions. 


Other 
reasons for 
malnutrition 


were faulty food habits. Insufficient 
•leep, no breakfast, too much sweets, 
etc. 


ON STRICT PROGRAM. 


The children most 
underweight 


after these defects were eliminate!, 
with the permission of their parents, 
were put upon a definite program' 
Individual charts recording the dally 
progress of the children are placed In 
the room and kept carefully 
The 


children are given one-half pint of 
milk twice each day, with a rest per- 
iod every day of one-half an hour at 
10:80 and another at 2:30 on cots 
placed In the nutrition room. The- 
milk In furnished almost entirely by 
th» Mothers' club and costs eight 
cents a day for each child. Some of 
the parents pay for the milk them- 
selves. 


The children meet once each week 


«.nd are given health talks by Dr. 
Hunt and Miss Johnson, and Instruc- 
tion In physical matters. 
The desire 


to lncres» their weights becomes a 
competitive matter and the children 
mr» willing to co-operata to a great 
extent, much more than they would 
under ordinary circumstances. 


KEEP CLASS AT 16. 


As they Increase 
In weight and 


reach normality they are graduated 
from the class and others taka their 
places, keeping the number ateadlly 
at fifteen. 


Since November two children hare 


gained five and one-half pounds, two 
have gained 
four 
and 
one-half 


pounds, and other* from one to one 
and one-half pounds. 


The children take an active 
In- 


terest In the work. On Wednesday 
one child was appointed to select 
from a large box filled with care- 
board 
hams, steaks, 
vegetables 


fruits, etc., the foods for a well bal- 
anced meal, and then his selections 
were subject to criticism by the oth- 
ers. 


"You haven't 
enough 
proteins," 


said ono Ilttla fellow. "Where's your 
sugar? Oh, I see, yeu've got It In 


the fruit."

NATION-WIDE MOVEMENT.

Hidden with many others In the 


basement of a building were Gold- 
man and the two women. Into this 
basement came the 
outlaws

took the men out into the yard, one 
at a time, and shot 
them 
down. 


Goldman was the last taken out 
and he was shot In the back. 
He 


fell to the ground and as he did, his 
wife rushed out to go to him, only 
to be shot down in her steps. Con-

LIFE SPARED. 


Soon, two of the robbers came 


along. 
One looked at 
him closely 


and remarked to his comrade, "ylioot 
this man again for he Is not dead" 
Hut the comrade replied that he 
did not have another bullet and this 
Is perhaps all that saved Goldman's 
life at the time. 
Ten thousand of 


the Jewish residents of the town 
were killed duiing that week. Most 
of the city has now been destroyed 
by fire and not over 1500 live there 
and probably not more than 500 of 
these are Jews.

It was almost useless to have 


clothing for even this wai taken 
from the back of the wearer by the 
robbing bands.

men and women, leaving them nude 
and eventually, about all that many 
people had to wear would

ILL WITH PEVER. 


On one occasion, some 
Russian 


friend gave Goldman an American 
dollar. 
This amounted to wealth. 


It did amount to 100,000 Russian 
rubles and Goldman hastened

have It taken from him. 
A scarlet 


fever epidemic broke out among the 
unfortunates. 
Goldman was one of 


the victims of this epidemic and for 
six weeks, he lay 111 on the

Goldman secured 


clothing and started for Warsaw to 
get the money his son had sent

land and Poland, he was robbed of 
all of his clothing and turned back. 
Once more he secured clothing and 
started for Warsaw and the same 
fate befell him the second time.

one to the other, thus giving what 
virtually will bo Instantaneous ser- 
vice between the two companies.

The Review 
had hoped today to 


give an analysis o£ the operations 
pf the Decatur Railway & Light com- 
pany during the past yea under the 
six cent rate. On Jan. 6, 1821, the 
Public Utilities commission entered 
an order in the proceeding brought 
by a number of the McKinley prop- 
erties in Illinois. 


REPORTS ORDERED. 


The order contained among other 


things the following provision: 


"It is further ordered that each 


of the petitioners herein be. and 
the same is hereby required to 
file \\ith this commission in du- 
plicate 
quarterly 
accounting 


statements on forms >o I 
furn- 


ished by the accounting depart- 
ment of the commission covering 
the operation of their respective 
properties 
beginning with the 


first quarter of the year 1921, 
and 
file 
the 
said statements 


within thirty days following the 
termination of each yearly quar- 
ter until further order of the 
commission." 


NO REPORTS IN FORM. 


Inquiry at the present commission's 


offices in Springfield discloses that 
*he Decatur Railway & Light com 
Iiany has failed to comply with this 
order of the commission and that 
no reports have been filed by It in 
the form prescribed by the commis- 
sion. 


One brief statement v,as filed hy It 


for the first quarter of 1921, but no 
other report has been filed either in 
the form prescribed by the commis- 
sion nor in a form suiting the con- 
venience of the Decatur Railway & 
Light company. 


For this reason the analysis which 


The Review had hoped to publish 
cannot be given to the public be- 
cause the information Is not avail- 
able. 


PASSENGER DROP. 


Frora the one statement filed 


the Decatur Railway & Light com- 
pany, which was for the first quar 
ter of 1021, it appears that as com- 
pared with the like period during 
the preceding year the number o 
pay passengers carried dropped from 
2.0SS.752 to 1,613.036. 
Whether this 


decrease in the traffic was due t 
general business conditions, to the 
competition of the 
busses winch 


•were then starting, or t0 the advance 
In the fare charged by tho Decatur 
Railway & Light company there 
nothing In the report to indicate, and ' 
The Review will not venture a sug- 
gestion at this time. 


QUARTER'S INCOME. 


The report shows a net income 


from street railway operations dur- 
ing the quarter year of 519.813, and 
a total Income of tho Decatur Rail- 
•way & Light company for the same 
period after the paymen> of all op- 
erating expenses and taxes of $100,- 
C19.82. This sum was available for 
depreciation, fixed charges and a re- 
turn t0 the stockholders, or, under 
the agreement of the Decatur Rail- 
way & Light company to the 1111- 
71019 Traction company for guaran- 
teeing its bonds as noted in a previ- 
ous article. 


ESTIMATE FOR YEAR. 


At this rate the total net income 


available for such purposes during 
3921 would have been a little more 
than $400.000. 
The Huddle report 


showed the total depreciation, fixed 
charges (interest on bonds), bond 
discount anil 
other 
miscellaneous 


expenses which were paid out of the 
net operating 
revenue 
in 1919 to 


have been almnst exactly $200,000 
As these items are substantially fix- 
ed. It Is safe to assume the total of 
the fixed charges In 1921 was a like 
*um, or $200.000. This would leave 
S200.000 out of the $400.000 Income 
as the net earnings of the company 
evallable to pay dividends, or to pay 
to tho. Illinois Traction company 
Such sum compares favorably with 
the sum available In 1919 which was 
$146,039.90.

If the usual plan of paying for the 


Improvements in ten Installments is 
adopted, this means that during the 
next ten years the Decatur Railway 
& Light company will have to pay 
for paving Its right of way a little 
over ?5,000 each year. It should he 
noted that It Is this Item of $5.000 a 
year which may be a matter of con- 
troversy between the city and the 
Decatur Railway & Light company 
In Its new franchise. The other pay- 
ments for other pavements. Includ- 
ing the East Wood street pavement, 
have already been assessed to the 
Decatur Railway & Light company, 
and if they have not already been 
paid Jn full it Is because the Deca- 
tur Railway £ Light company has 
taken advantage of paying them up- 
on the installment plan.

We are interested In the part oj 


the statement which holds that all 
artists are jealous. Muratore should 
know something about this, for in 
his 
time 
he 
has mingled much 


•with artists 
in 
the musical line 


One is safe in assuming there is a 
good deal in what he says. 


It is not stated just how near to 


artistry 
one 
may approach, witn- 


otit being poisoned by jealousy; on 
this point other witnesses may have 
to be called. But there rt a suspic- 
ion that the destructive and annoy- 
ing feeling is not confined to those 
•Rho have reached a stage of per- 
fection where they are called art- 
ists. It may be that practically all 
nho think they can do a thing a lit- 
tle better than others are Jealous. 


The feeling must be pretty gen- 


eral; it may be that nearly all of 
us have a touch of it. It is suggest- 
ed that the general spread of jeal- 
ousy be recognized, after which it 
may he possible to go ahead and do 
•omething to direct it toward use- 
ful purposes. We have been preach- 
ing all along that jealousy is a can- 
cer and can do only harm and mis- 
chief, end yet everybody has some 
of it It is pretty nearly an instinct 
something should be made or It. 


DOESN'T REN TO FORM. 


Secretary Hoover has had a com- 


mittee at work to discover what is 
fundamentally 
wrong 
in the coal 


mining industry 
in this country. 


Among other things it reports that 
"the industry is from SO to 40 per 
cent 
over-developed. 
This means 


there is considerably more plant in 
coal mining than is needed to sup- 
ply the demand. 


A good part of this overdevelop- 


ment has taken place* within a few 
years, a half dozen or less 
For a 


while there was need for the growth 
the Industry was taking on, for 
that was war time and much of the 
world 
seemed 
to be looking this 


way for coal. 
There was a time 


during 
-which 
the 
overdeveloped 


plant had to be run to the limit 
to meet demands. 
Of course that 


•was something that could not con- 
tinue, as everybody understood at 
the time. 


But there Is something strange 


about this particular overdeveloped 
industry. Here we have it with us, 
recognized by everybody, a'nd yet 
prices for the output are at the top. 
The rule always has been in other 
lines 
that 
with 
overdevelopment 


prices of the product were sure to 
drop. Farmers overdeveloped 
their 


big plants, and we know what hap- 
pened to the frlce of their products. 
But for some 
reason 
this hasn't 


worked in coal, at least not up to 
date. But tt may be there is some- 
thing on the way. 


WHY RENTS ARE HIGH.

The Hottentot as Prof. Paul explain- 


ed has but 300 words in his vocabu- 
lary.

BUILD LARGE FLUES. 


"I wish you would caution the 


people who build new houses to be 
careful and 
have their flues built 


large enough," said an old furnace 
man Saturday. "We are often called 
on by people who have recently In- 
stalled furnaces, with the complaint 
that there Is something wrong with 
the furnace—It 
won't draw. The 


trouble in nine cases out of ten Is 
not wUh the furnace, but with the 
flue. 'No flue should be less than ten 
by twelve Inches Inside. Even then 
the flua lining, which the building 
ordinance now requires, reduces the 
size to ten and a half by ten and a 
half Inches inside the flue. 


"If a flue Is built only eight by 


eight inches Inside the opening after 
the chimney Is 
completed Is only 


ebout six and a half Inches square, 
and that is too small. The furnace Is 
liable to smoke. That size opening 
was all right in the flays of stoves, 
but now practically every new house 
has a furnace or other good slzpd 
heating plant and the flues must be 
built accordingly.

effective, ways of doing this was for

corporations,

mean In the way of economy and sav- 
ing. 
Consequently, It was also pre- 


dicted that 1922 would be a year of 
industrial combinations, the union of 
producers and manufacturers acting 
under the Impulse of a mutual neces- 
sity. 


GREAT MERGERS IMPENDING. 
In this prognosis lies the keynote 


'of the present Wall Street movement. 
The stock, market foresees great 
mergers of enterprises Impending and 
Is discounting their effect not only 
upon security prices, but upon gen- 
eral business conditions as well. It 
has long been appreciated that Hie 
only way the so-called Independent 
steel companies oould hope to make a 
profit, under conditions as they are 
and are likely to be in the steel trade, 
Is to consolidate on the lines of the 
United States Steel corporation. Like- 
wise It Is no new Idea that the Cu- 
ban sugar growers and the American 
refiners would both flo better If the 
two lines were joined Into one. But 
It has remained for this week's mar- 
ket to awaken to the great signifi- 
cance of these 
probable consolida- 


tions, first as a factor

trade recovery.
